ORK is absolutely essential to a well ordered and happy life—but to 
become, at judicial periods, “a magnificent idler" is one of the most 
useful habits that anyone can form. 
Absolute idleness, however, is probably impossible. For that one who 
is intelligent enough to idle at times has already formed a philosophy of 
life that will not permit his mind, at least, to idle for long. 
The fisherman is an idler, in a sense. For hours he will sit and 
watch his line and not complain, but his mind is upon some sort of a 
catch—and he is content—unless he has to wait for too long a period! 
The roamer of the fields, the mountains, the forest, becomes an idler so 
far as the making of money is concerned, or the carrying on of a business, 
but he Is refreshing his viewpoint, dismissing the cares of city or official 
life—and drinking in new life that will later pay him large dividends. 
Whitman, the poet, was forever idling—but he was forever extracting 
from nature, and all about him, the beauties that this earth affords to all 
who will but partake. For hours he would roam the market-place and 
for hours he would sit, or walk, in Central Park in New York city, and 
talk with anyone, or feed the squirrels. And then he might take a ferry 
boat and just observe. Idling, yes. but forever thinking! 
Today I went idling along the shore of Grand Lake, in Nova Scotia, 
where my small lodge is located on a thickly wooded island. H ie sun was 
warm and the gentle wind combined with the waves to give a lovely 
seething song to my heart. I jumped from rock to rock. Suddenly I 
heard the cry of a tiny young bird—a wild canary—in the water. 
I 
leached and took it in my hands. Immediately the mother’s cry was 
heard. I held it in my hand until the sun had dried its body, then let it 
loose to its mother and native home. 
Nothing is uninteresting in nature. To idle in its midst is to wTash 
out everything corrupt in one’s being. 
Each day I feed a small flock of wild ducks that have become as tame 
as domestic fowl. They come readily at my call and know my voice.
